Two young 
men, W. Clark

AWAKEXFD BY CRIES. 


Miss F. M. Hibhard, who had charge

Twenty yours a pro today the first num- 


ber of the Racine Daily Journal was 
given fro the public. On January .'>, 1881, 
the Daily Journal .started forth on its 
mission 'as a four-pa^c six-column paper 
and contained• a pony report of Associat- 
ed Press dispatches, Ijcin.if prinlcd on a 
flat bed Taylor press and 
folded 
by 


hand. Its -success from the lirst was 
very gratifying and its heritage from 
•the Weekly Journal, that of course, con- 
tinued as usual, of poss-cssinc? the public 
confidence,, was most valuable. 
-Its tirst 


list, of subscribers was obtained 
wilh 


but very little trouble, the first, names 
oa tiie list'being those, of the hile 'Isaac 
L'iia.rniey and the lion. D. A. Olin. In 
the archives of tlie. Journal is a roll of 
its first subscribers secured previous to 
1he- publication of the first i^-sue, and 
this list embrace^ many names of our 
then most prominent, citizens 
in 
all 


wards of the city. 


The first advertisers secured were ob- 


tained by the personal visits to our busi- 
ness men by MY. D. F. Griswold. who 
WHS to officiate as city editor and who 
has remained with the Journal in that 
capacity ever since 
It is needless to 


say the first, issue of the 'Daily Journal 
was a. very modest all'air, but it iravc a 
very complete news service, while its lo- 
cal service and editorial service was so 
much superior to anything hitherto that 
had been produced by Ilie daily papers 
that had tried it on, that the superiority 
of the Journal at once pave it a lead that 
lias nover since been taken from it. 


In looking back over all the years that 


have passed the present Daily .Journal, 
compared with those of the. first few 
years, is most marked. The Daily Jour- 
nal of today is printed on a Scott per- 
fecting press, and its type is set up by 
two Monjonthaler type-set tin« machines. 
With eight pages, six columns, and oft-

handsome paper now of twelve pages, 
'seven columns, and with a. substantial 
increase in circulation from that enjoyed 
when the Dailv Journal was first start- 
ed. 


At all time.s the Journal has labored 


for the advancement of Racine, and it 3ms 
ever been foremost in the good cause. 
It 


has witnessed the, growth of the city 
from a population of 10,041 to 29.102 in 
1900, and a. marvelous advance in its 
manufacturing 
interests. Its business 


districts and residence portions 
have 


.been materially improved and today Ra- 
cine stands without a peer in the west 
for charming residence streets. Not a 
street vras then paved but today nearly 
eight miles of paved streets show our 
gain in this respect, and in this connec- 
tion it is pleasant to note that within the 
next two years our paved streets will 
be. very largely added to. 


The Journal does not very often take 


up the attention of its readers with its 
own affairs, but tlie occasion relieves it 
of its apparent intruding in this respect. 


In closing these remarks me Journal 


wishes one and all a Happy Now Year 
and modestly suggests that for today's 
news one must read the Daily Journal 
and a reminder again that it is the only 
paper published in Racine that receives 
the Associated .Press service.

Stories 
of tortures inllictcd by the Italian police 
upon their victims in regular 
torture, 


chambers lilters out and are incredible 
of belief. 
. When the imprisoned an- 


archist sent, out tii 
the 
world that 


he was imprisoned in a damp well, it did 
not find many believer?, but later ac- 
coitnls incline strongly to the belief that 
the death penalty would have been a 
boon fo the victim. 


It makes no difl'erence to the average 


Italian jailer, for under the system of 
torture the innocent confess their guilt 
and the law thus finds its victim or vic- 
tims. 
j.iic following account tells of a 


laic occurrence: 


"Nearly ten years have elapsed since 


the late King Humbert called before him 
various members of the ministry of the 
interior and told them that the continu- 
ed and defiant existence of brigandage in 
Sicily was a disgrace to Italy and a 
standing repron<-h to civilization, and in- 
sisted Hint the evil be tackled at once 
and efl'cctively. Since 
fhcri relentless 


warfare has been carried on in the beau- 
t i f u l island, but brigandage still flourish- 
es despite or perhaps because of the ac- 
tivity and ferocity of the special police 
force charged with the work. Torture, 
more or less openly used, undoubtedly 
forms part of the- regular judicial ma- 
chinery in Sicily. Tim fact lias been pro- 
claimed and as often denied. Probably 
the only oflicers of the law who have not 
resorted io torture in order t<> obtain 
evidence are the judges of the high court 
in Palermo, but envii in that city it is 
carried out under the very noses of the 
supremo tribunal. Here is a case, 
in 


point which came to light this week: 


"A year or so ago five peasants believ- 


ed to be accomplices of brigands charged 
with f a c niurdvv in 
atrocious 
circum- 


stances of one Ouiseppe (Jrippi, who was 
suspected of having betrayed a notorious 
bandit into the hands of the police. The 
prisoners at first denied and then con- 
fessed the crime, and all were promptly 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. Last 
week, however, n cerium finiseppc Man- 
nino, being at the point of death, con- 
fessed i:o liis priest that ho was the mur- 
derer of (irijopi, and that not one of the 
condemned men had the slightest know- 
ledge of or complicity in the crime be- 
fore or after i he avonh Acting upon 
the advice of the priest. Mannino repeat- 
ed his coiifet^ion on oat!) in /lie presence 
of a magistrate, and also furnished ma- 
terial proofs of his guilt. 


The five condemned men, when called 


upon to explain ffie reasons which in- 
duced them to confess to a crime of 
which they wore innocent, declarer! thai 
it was because of the horrible, tortures 
to which (hey had been subjected in 
prison at Palermo. They were led to be- 
lieve that if they confessed they would 
escape with nominal 
punishment 
but 


that if they remained conf umacioii.-i they 
would still be found guilty, and would 
be subjected to further tortures- 
A re- 


port of (he cnse was sent, to Rome, and 
a special inquiry was instituted, the re- 
sult of which was to prove the innocense 
of the five men beyond doubt, mnl also 
the truth of their assertions as to the 
application of torture. They are still in 
prison, ponding the- formalities necessary 
to be observed before they can be re- 
leased."

that support or are supposed to support 
the wires of.(he telephone companies. 


Decision after decision has been made 


confirming the rights of the property 
holder against the corporations seeking 
to deface their property. In some courts 
the reverse has been held and our own 
supremo court it would scent has render- 
ed contradictory opinion*. In some of 
the highest courts the right,- 
1 of the prop- 


erty owner have been affirmed to be. way 
and above those of any corporal ion. The 
principle that a stale or city council can 
not grant any more rights than those it- 
self "possesses .is now established. The 
municipality in giving a franchise; merely 
conveys to a. corporation the right to 
erect poles in the city streets so far as 
anv city right is concerned, but the cor- 
porations are compelled to recognize the 
rights of the property owners who own 
abutting property. Hero is where thn 
property owners on Wisconsin or any 
other street come in. 


Tiio only way this hideous pole nuis- 


ance, can *be effectually stopped is for 
cverv property owner to refuse to be 
imposed upon. 


The Chicago Times-Herald draws

from prison lie was met at the door by 
a number of relatives,, including hid un- 
cle, Ben 
Colvin, of St. Charles. The 


party went to Hibbard hotel. Wright 
seemed nervous and ill at 
easCj 
but 


finally gained his composure. 


In discussing his case, Wright said: 


t:It was a conspiracj' to get my prop- 
erty, consisting of timbered land and a 
mill and they succeeded. The attorneys 
were in the deal and the 
newspapers 


published outlandish things about it at 
the time," 


A man who lives in Cleveland, 0.. has 


held Wright's land, which amount.-; to a 
largo tract, since the latter was sent to 
prison. 


''They used 
me all right at 
the 


prison," he s<aid. "I haven't a word to 
say agtiiust anyone. Of course, there 
were things came up occasionally which 
were not altogether pleasant, but, gen- 
erally speaking, the prison olUcers are a 
good lot of fellows." 


Wright has gone to Eaton Rapids to 


visit a sick aunt. He does 
not know 


the whereabouts of lii.s divorced wife. 


It is asserted that Wright will resort 


•to civil action for damages to collect 
some $30,000 which ought to be due him 
from the owner of the lumber mill on 
Otter creek, Ben/dc county, which uj- 
urcs in the already reported history of 
the case. 


Uncle Ben Colvin says Wright will be 


placed in a proper light before the peo- 
ple of the state, if he has to write a 
book to do it. The lumberman had a 
million feet of logs in Otter creek, at 
his mill, and Marshall attached 2.'iO,000 
feet of them, but did not mark or spec- 
ify them in any way, for ,$700 worth of 
taxes which Wright had already paid in 
work on a previous township board, Col- 
vin s-nys. Wright 
had 
some Indians 


working for him find Marshall ordered 
Wright to shut down his mill, fearing 
ho would saw some of the logs under at- 
tachment. Upon Wright 
refusing 
to 


comply, Marshall threatened the Indians 
with a revolver. Wright promised pro- 
tection to the Indians. Marshall, as the 
Indians continued to 
take logs to tho 


mill, came 
with a posse, which 
met 


Tluirbcr, and the two returned to the 
mill. Wright saw them 
coming and 


went across tho creek 
to meet 
them. 


He carried his gun, but with the idea of 
reassuring his Indian workmen by put- 
ting up a bluff. The three walked to- 
ward the bridge, leading 
to the 
mil!, 


where Thurbrr, who had lairged behind, 
jumped on Wright's back. Marshr.ll at- 
tacked from the front. In the struggle 
for possession 
of tho gun which ensued 


the weapon wus accidentally discharged, 
the ball striking .Marshall in the abdo- 
men, 
coining out at the point of his 


shoulder and lodging in a lumber pile 
nine and onp-hnlf feet from the ground. 
Marshall fell, dying. 
Wright was crip- 


pled in one arm. and Tlmrber 
cnsily 


forced him to the edge of tho bridge; in 
the 
struggle for 
the 
ritle. When 


Wright, reached the 
edge he 
warned 


Tluirber-and 
then 
drew a devolver. 


This was discharged as it 
was drown, 


slighting wounding Wright, A moment 
later ho clapped the weapon to Tluir- 
ber's head and fired, killing him instant- 
ly. This is Mr. Colvin's story. Ho says 
that there will be a. big lawsuit to re- 
cover property instituted 
by Wright. 


The stories that the latter would, 
if 


released, wreak bloody vengeance upon 
his enemies, is characterized as absurd. 
Others who have worked in the prison 
with Wright tell the same story.

MADECODNTERFEITMOHEY 


Eight Italian "Shovers of the Queer" 


Arrested in New York by Secret 


Service Detectives. 


WASHINGTON, ,Tan. 5—The officials 


of the secret service of the treasury de- 
partment, under the direction of Chief 
Witkie, made a number of highly im- 
portant arrests in New York yesterday 
and today. 


For at least two months the secret ser- 


vice people have-been at work to discov- 
er the makers of a large number of ull- 
silver counterfeit coins, mostly quarters 
and halves, which were being freely cir- 
culated in Now York city. The result 
has been that Pio Pavisjind seven com- 
panions, all Italians, were arrested and 
are now in jail awaiting the action of 
the United States commissioner, which 
prolmbly will be taken today. 


The coins being of almost pure silver, 


.900 fine und fairly well made, they read- 
ily passed wherever presented and ren- 
dered extremely difficult the task of lo- 
cating the makers and passers. The ar- 
rests came about in this way: 


The arrests were made through the 


counterfeiters, purchasing 
a 
thousand 


ounces of sheet silver from prominent 
dealers, one of the men comparing the 
thickness -with a coin which he had in 
his pocket. 


The men took away with them only 


n small part of the pure-hasp and when 
they returned for the rest were, tracked 
to two different places. 


The gang at one house gained know- 


edge that the police 
were 
shadowing 


them and fled with many of their die-:, 
coins and blanks. , 


The secret service 
officials, 
realizing 


the danger of further 
delay, immedi- 


ately 
forced 
an entrance 
into 
both 


houses, where they found several of the, 
men, eight in all. at work. 


The Mangin street house, as well as 


the house on Watt 
sitrcot, \vn.s 
Cully 


equipped with modern machinery 
for 


melting silver, punching blanks, etc. "In 
one of the-places, a screw press .weigh- 
ing five tons, was in operation. 
About 


a hundred ounces of silver and quite a 
large basket full of steel dies were se- 
cured. Many of the dies, however, had 
been so mutilated as to be beyond use. 
It seemed that as soon as the policemen 
had given the alarm, the counterfeiters 
began to file away the faces uf their dies 
to prevent them from being used as evi- 
dence. Two of the men 
lived 
at 112 


Mulberry street. New York, and others 
we're scattered about, the neighborhood. 


Chief Wilkie said today that this gang 


probably was responsible for at least SO 
per cent 
of all the silver 
certificates 


which have been put in circulation in 
New York during the last two years. 


KILLED AT THE CROSSING 


Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul Flyer 


Kills Matt Gurley of'Kenosha and 


Fatally Injures His Wife. 


The most serious railway accident that 


has occurred in Kenoslia county in many 
years occurred at the Truesdell crossing 
of the Milwaukee road, when the fast 
mail from Milwaukee crashed into n. ve- 
hicle containing M'r. and Mrs. Mat Gur- 
ley. The accident resulted in the in- 
stant death of the man and the horse 
and the lady is so seriously injured that 
it is feared that she cannot survive. 


The accident occurred shortly after D 


o'clock. Mr. and Mrs. Gurloy had boon 
visiting friends in Truesdell and had 
started to return to their home. The 
crossing where the accident occurred is 
completely hidden by the houses and it 
was not possible, for the people in the 
buggy to see. the 
coining 
train. The 


train never stops at Truesdell and as it 
dashed by the buggy was standing in 
tho middle of the track. 
Gurley was 


hurled high in the air and almost every 
bone in his body broken and the remains 
were terribly mangled.

John 
Scott, Formerly of Racine, 


Ground Under Locomotive, 


Bid Wife and Babe Farewell New Years 


Day. mid Two Hours Later "Was , 


Killed Near Chicago. 


Tho many friends and former asso- 


ciates of Jahn Scott, who formerly re- 
sided in this city, -will learn with intense 
sorrow of his demise at BarringfcoDj 111., 
only a fortnight ago. 


The unfortunate -man met a terrible 


fate, his lifeless and charred remains be- 
ing found under an overturned locomo- 
tive just outside of the roundhouse in 
the Chicago suburb. 


Scott was employed. aa a fireman or 


the C. & N. W. railway. 
He arose early 


that fatal morning and was engaged in 
getting the. engine out of the roundhouse 
for the trip to Chicago when the mishap 
occurred. He, together with the engi- 
neer, were just about to run the engine 
on tho turntable when an open switch 
caused the disaster, the engine toppling 
over, crushing out the life of the lireman 
and fatally injuring the engineer. 


John Bell was the, name of the man 


who handled the throttle. It was near 
Jy an hour later before the body of the 
lireman was lifted from the wreek. It 
had been scalded, crushed 'and burned 
into an almost unrecognizable mass. 


On New Year's morning he left his 


home, kissing his wife and baby goodby, 
Not two hours afterward, the family re- 
ceived word that the father and husband 
had met his death. 


Deceased was well known in 'J 


his father having conducted a barber 
shop on .Sixth sfreet for many years- 
During his residence here John was as- 
sociated with the clerical force of '..the 
Hart & Bruncr Co., located at the pres- 
ent stand of the Racine Knitting Co, 
He was a member of the St. Lukes choir 
for seven years and possessed the linn 
friendship of

throughout the city. Six years ago he 
left Jlacine to reside in Chicago and in 
189S married a young lady of that city.

Mr. Pingree prefaced bis message with

amply pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment, saying it hnd cost him $40,000 
during bis four years' term. 


The reading of his message, which con- 


sisted of ninety-live printed pages, took 
almost four hours. It was in part as 
follows: 


Former Governor Pingree took up t-'ia 


subject of ''Equal Taxation'1 at the be- 
ginning of his message and reviewed n'l 
the steps that have been taken to date 
towards increasing the amount of taxes 
paid by railroads and 
other corpora- 


tions. After mentioning the failure of 
the senate, which always 
opposed bis 


taxation bills, at the last special session 
of the legislature in D<-i>ember 
to pa.-.s 


fho railroad taxation bill passed by the 
house, the governor said: 


"The, lesson to be drawn from the his- 


tory of the content for equal taxation is 
that if the people \vNh this' great prob- 
lem to bo satisfactorily settled, they 
must center their efforts on tbe election 
of a. senate which shall be less subject 
to the seductive arguments of the rail- 
roads and other wealrhy and 
powerful 


interests, and more 
responsive to the 


wis.lies of the people." 


KEXATORS BY DIRECT VOTE.

It takes a 
long time to carefully study the pro- 
visions of such a vast measure as the 
river and harbor bill, and it would not 
be at all surprising If the senate com- 
merce committee did not interfere with 
the fullest consideration, of the ship- 
ping bill in the senate while it wa.s 
giving in committee the fullest consid- 
eration to the river and harbor im- 
provement bill.

And yet if this 
provision is stricken out It will not be 
by Republican votes.

The real facts" seem to be that the 


opponents of the bill find it much easier 
to get into communication with Demo- 
crats than they do with Republicans, 
and, as the former are prone to believe 
statements that are rnnrte to them In 
apparent good faith nud with seeming 
plausibility, tlie.v hare absorbed an im- 
mense amount of misinformation, con- 
cerning the provisions and objects of 
the bill. The opponents of the nil! are 
most happy when they are mystifying 
people concerning its provisions. And 
so it is that men nre working at cross 
purposes in perfect pood faith aud are 
doing prod.sc'ly what the enemies of 
the bill desire to have them do— divide 
on all kinds of points to a degree that 
will make it impossible for a majority 
to unito upon tho entire features of any 
proposed measure.

If the most dnng-protjs congressional 


opponents of the bill are not led by the 
foreign steamship linos In their oppo- 
sition to the bill, they are, at least to a 
great .extent, guided by the line of ar- 
gument that has been put forth iu the 
interest of these great foreign Hues.

These people 
know (hat the passage of the shipping 
bill mini us a long period of tierce com- 
petition with American ships aud a 
consequent reduction iu the rates of 
transportation that: will wipe out prac- 
tlcally all of the profits iu the business 
for years to come even IE American 
ships do not succeed in wresting from 
them a fair share o£ the carrying.

So the remaining couple of months 


of the session promise to present a bat- 
tle royal between American and for- 
eign interests, with the chances favor- 
Ing the foreigners, so fnr as the "po- 
tency" of their "argument." goes, but 
with the great preponderating Ameri- 
can sentiment, backing up the friends 
and advocates of the bill. The friends 
of the bill have 'nothing else upon 
which to rely for support and in which 
to hope for success but the sentiment, 
patriotic and determined, of the Ameri- 
can people. 
If the foreign Interests 


menaced by this sentiment suitor as a 
consequence, we may be sure that the 
American people will benellt In reduc- 
ed ocean freight charges aud In larger 
and surer markets for their surplus 
.products.
